13000 mile soo bicycle trp thin summer. My route wat from 
‘han Atbor, Michigan sort to the upper peinsla, then west 
through Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota, Montana, the 
anandleof Kno and on to Washington, where my tip cade 
tiny grndfater's hows in Lynden, nea the Canadian border. 
Tok slog tis gear: an Tcom IC-2AT for 2m, a5 wat crystal- 
‘coiled 30m CW transite, ad an AEA DXHandy for 10m 
SSB, built «20m to 10m receive conver to accompany the 
transmits, For CW 1 wed an electronic keyer, with push 
tutions stached to the handlebar. T used « boom microphone 
tenet, Iwas oly planning on wig the radio when pedaling 
fot mowolonou, a0 was et a sideline tothe sghseing I did 


20m CW while bicycle mobile was fit for me. Twas 
so busy preparing for my tip that I dida't peta chance to test it 
fut. [wast mire Pd get out with just a whip antenna on the 
teyele 1 tried it on Day One, and immediately made x few 
contact, Satisfied that all war well, I tarsed it off and enjoyed 
the scenery for a few days. Unfortunately, old Sol didn't 
‘cooperate. A big string of solar flares made operation imposible 
‘or very dificil, once T made it past Michigun. CQ magazine 
‘Sid June 1991 was one ofthe wort months ever for shortwave 
roptsttion, Of course, the bulk of my trip was during June! 1 
id nage to make u few contacts, however. 10m only opened 
‘up few times, made all of one contact on SSB (hat was fom 
North Dakota), Iwas really hoping to make a lot of contact for 
Field Day. Band conditions previous to that fateful day seemed 
completely lat. I could bear a few weak signals. My suspicions 
{ot aroused when T could hear them work stations one after the 
ther | discovered I had a shorted coux cable onthe receive 
Converter! Somewhere along the road the solar flares subsided, 
‘ut the shor tricked me into thinking conditions were wore than 
they really were. I got the sig going again on the last day of 
Field Day and managed to make 10 contacts, s0 the wockead 
vwas't a complete flue. I tok a picture of myself at the top of 
Washingion Pass and seat it to QST with my Field Day results, 
‘May they publish it 


My favorite 20m CW contact of the tip was with 
|WN9U, who was running 2 watts output After I returned from 
nny trip and got his QSL car, I found out he's fellow member

“The best part ofa bicycle vacation is meeting people. 
‘After one long day in Nort Dakota, 1 got on « 2m repeater in 
Minot to chat a bit, I talked to a ham who runs store in a 
hopping mal, He invited me ove ois sore to talk awhile — T 
tras camped just outside of town. The next morning we met 
Tyan over breakfast. He said he wanted to call the Toca paper 
tnd the TV station. Twas skeptical I'd be newsworthy, but it 
tnust have heen # slow news day. 1 got «spot on TV, and they 


‘pt me on the foot page ofthe newspaper, with a big photo! A 
fice momento of my vacation. The campground I arived at that 
‘ening sai they were expecting me since they saw meon TV! 


Ws always nice to mest other bicyclists while en rote 
Outside of Pelican Rapids, Minnesota — the middle of nowhere 
NN saw a bicyclist abead of me ater T rounded a comer. 1 
‘muscled up the bicycle and caught up with im. We talked for a 
bit then the inevitable question about the radio came up. “s that 
feo way radio?” Told him yes, tsa ar radio. Usually when 
Tay hat, I gota blank stare and an "oh". I was more than a bit 
suprised when he sid "Ob, well I'm W10Q". We wound up 
fiding about 70 mile together that day. He showed me the sights 
round Fargo that only «bam operator could appreciate: the tall 
repeater towers. Unfortunately they were all ontop a step bill 
that Thad to clin! 


“The trip wasn't without it's usual problems. got thes 
fat tires (not ba, considering I was riding on racing tires), and 
my freewheel quit frecwheelingafler only 700 miles into the 
frp. (Cmanaged to get «replacement afer riding carefully for & 
thay.) T started the trip with a bicycle generator to charge the 
taitery. After about 1000 mils, it froze up. They just arn't 
‘ade for that kind of abuse, Now the generator made AC, x01 
Already bad a bridge rectifier wired up. How was I 

120 Volts AC down to 12V AC? The provebial 
hove my head. That's it, I'l use lightbulb! I stopped 
feat hardvare tore and bought rough service 150W light, 
1S a voltage-dropping rerstor. In an hour the bltery was 
‘harged up, and Iwas oa the ar agai, 


‘Was it worth hauling 9 pounds of ham radio 3000 miles 
‘on « bicycle? YOU BET! Despite miserable conditions on the 
shortwave bands I stil had a ball when it worked, and 2m can't 
‘be beat fr introducing yourself othe locals,

MS 150 - "The Colorado Conquest" 

The "Colorado Conquest” MS 150 is » 150 mile to 
day bike ride from Deaver to Pueblo, Colorado. For the six 
years ofthis fund-raiser for Multiple Sclerosis Colorado amateur 
radio operators have been active in providing communication 
support. The evea is run each year onthe frst weekend in Jul 
‘which, on the Eastern Slope of Colorado, makes for high 
temperatures that, fortunately, are tempered by low relative 
mir. 

‘The route for the first day headed South toward 
CColordo Springs, winding through the Black Forest, whose 
evergreens fer the only shade to be found in that part of 
Colorado's Ease Plain. Once the route got to Colorado 
Springs, we headed West (uphill) to the foothills. This section 
‘was shader bat quite a workout due to the elevation change. Our 
‘phll grind was rewarded by a fast dow strech through the 
scenic Garden of the Gods back to Colorado Springs and the 
Colorado College campus, where we over-nghte. 


Day 2 hogan with breakfast a the campus followed by a 
ride_past some of Colomdo Spring's lovely old mansions. Once 
‘ut of twa, and after a couple of uphill stretches, we bad «log 
pleasant dovabill run through cool canyons, ending the dry in 
Prusbl. In previous years the route weat West and climbed past 
‘Canon City (home of Colorado's State Penitentiary) and on upto 
the Royal Gorge, a breathtaking (in more ways than on, when 
you're cycling) canyon on the Arkansas River. Unfortunately, 
the ide had gotten 50 popular (8,200 riders the year before) that 
the ‘Royal Gorge area's row roads coulio’t handle the 
‘increase in taffic. So this year we tuned left a highway $0 and 
‘went downhill tothe city of Pucblo, 


“The "Colorado Conquest” and the previous “Go For the 
Gorge’ rides have been the most effective revenue producing 
‘ides for Multiple Sclerosis — $830,000 in 1991. Needless to 
fay, with over 3,200 eye this isa very large sale event. Of 
the 1,500 volunteer who Belpe run the event 130 were ham 
‘radio operators. The ham volunteers primarily work a ret stops 
fr ride with officials of in sags t provide communication 
suppor. Tis year thre of us operated bicycle mobile (his wax 
‘ny third year todo 0). 


Due to the varying topography snd the length of the 
route, we had to use four diferent repeaters to cover the entire 
two days. Because of high radio traffic volume, repeaters were 
kediated for either routine traffic or modicallemergency trafic 
Colorado is Nessed with high elevation mountains which make 


otout of range near the Black Forest. A tht time, we switched 
to 147.03 repeater in Colorado Springs. On Day 2 we began 
‘using the 147.03 repeater, switched to the 147-21 repeater in 


‘Canon City, and then back to 147.03 as we approached Pueblo 
‘On bo days we ased the 146.97 repeater (located on Pikes Peak 


at 14,000 feet) for medical emergency traffic. Net controls 
‘persed from base stations at Denver, Colorado Springs, and 
Pueblo 

‘We did find it beneficial using bicycle mobile operators. 
Alhough the hieyele mobiles could not cover ground as quickly 
5 the sag vehicles, we were of course in mach closer contact 
With the other riders. Ofeatimes We'd notice «problem sitsation 
thatthe operators in cars would miss completely. This year on at 
least two occasions bicycle motile operators were the fist on the 
scene of an accident and thus able to immediately call for 
‘media nd. 

‘No special rigs fancy anteanas were needed by us 
Iikemobile hams — we used handi-tulkies with quarter Wave 
whips or rubber duck antennas. This setop worked satisfactory, 
Primarily because ofthe excellent coverage afforded by the high 
‘levation ofthe repesters 

‘My rig: Icom 2AT, Larson 1/4 wave flexible antenna, 
(MF mini spaker-mike with earphone, The HT was carried ina 
‘udlebur beg with the antenna clipped to the ouside of the bag -
